SECTION 1. It shall be unlaw­ 
ful for any person, firm or cor­ 
poration to construct any driveway 
over or across any curb of any 
street pavement, park way or side­ 
walk , or construct any sidewalk 
over, across or along any public 
street or park way, in the Villk ge 
of Arlington Heigiits, witnout 
having ootatned a permit as herein 
req uired, or 
without 
complying 
with the regulations herein con­ 
tained. 
SECTION 2. Applicatioti 
f or 
such permit shall œ made to the 
» Commissioner of Public Work s and 
shall state thereon the location of 
the intended driveway or sidewalk

“That ATC is a great outfit,* 
said Bill.

And the men chosen to head it are 
all aggressive men with years of 
experience running this country’s 
airlines. 
“The whole set-up is really one 
big airline. 
The ATC is divided 
into different wings, or divisions 
according 
to 
territory 
covered. 
Plenty of publicity has been given 
the group, especially 
the cargo 
plane end of it. 
These planes are 
used for hauling supplies and per­ 
sonnel, plus wounded men. 
The 
ferrying service is also a part of 
the ATC. 
Ferrying new ships to 
combat areas, and returning the 
‘war-w eary’ planes back home has 
always been a job of the air group. 


Tough at first 


‘In the early days of the ATC 
with not enough planes everything 
was tough going. 
But now sched­ 
ules are run off like clock work. 
When I first went overseas I was 
a ground crew chief engaged in 
maintenance of planes. 
Tile first 
five months we worked 18 hours 
a day, 7 days a week. 
It was 
tough going there iii Africa and 
all planes were flying continual­ 
ly. 
Then too. it was not unusual 
for our base to be bombed. 
30 
days straight bombing by the en­ 
emy was the record at one base. 


“ We were stationed just 
out­ 
side of Casablanca when I first a r ­ 
rived. 
There IS a town. 
It was 
absolutely the dirtiest place I ev­ 
er saw. 
That includes the people 
as well as the buildings. 
The 
base was small with no conven­ 
iences way back in early 1943. But 
I was again based there just be­ 
fore returning home, and every­ 
thing was changed. 
It is now a 
beautiful place with all the com­ 
forts of home, except for the heat. 
One thing, though, I never did see 
Humphrey Bogart there, nor could 
find ‘Rick’s American Cafe’. 


Becomes engineer 


“ A fter five months 
at 
Casa­ 
blanca I became a flying engineer. 
.My first plane on that job was a 
Lockheed, but later included an 
A-20 Havoc, a Douglas plane. Our 
colonel, now a 
brigadier-general 
and chief of operations of the ATC, 
commandeered the A-€0. 
He al­ 
ways had a lot of official business 
to attend to throughout the Afri­ 
can theater and I always went with 
him as the plane was my respon­ 
sibility. 


“It w as a wonderful experience 
for me. 
We covered about every 
air field on the northern half of 
Africa, plus stops in Italy, Iran, 
Iraq, India and many others. Many 
of these trips took a month 
or 
more and provided a lot of sight­ 
seeing for me. 
Of course, though 
all I had to do during the day, 
was watch the country go by, I 
had to check the plane at night, 
taking out all ‘bugs’ before re­ 
tiring. I averaged 2 to 3 hours per 
night sleep while on those trips. 
Again in the m orning I had

more 
j than any other was the one 
we 
j made through the Dead Sea region 
and to the Holy City of Jerusa­ 
lem.

joked at the time that ‘it was the 
j nicest crack-up we had ever been 
I in’.

Each pound of dry matter 
soft corn is scarcely equal in feed­ 
ing value to a pound of dry mat­ 
ter in mature corn, states E. 1‘. 
Robbins, professor of animal hus­ 
bandry. University of Illinois Col­ 
lege 01 Agriculture. 
The greatest objection to soft 
corn, according to Robbins, is that 
the stock will not 'eat enough of 
it for maximum gains, and a 
longer feeding yieriod is necessary. 
Soft com is better feed for hogs 
and cattle than for lambs, points 
out Robbins, with best results ob­ 
tained if feeding is started soon 
after frost and completed before 
severe cold weather. 
Soft ' com 
should be fed before warm spring 
weather makes it spoil, although 
cattle and hogs are seldom injur­ 
ed by a reasonable proportion of j 
moldy ears. In buying soft corn,* 
one should not pay over two-thirds 
the price of mature com per bush­ 
el. 
The best thing to do with soft 
coin is to put it into the silo. If 
harvested promptly after the first 
killing frost, it will make as good 
silage as any 
similiarly 
green 
com. A much greater acreage can 
be stored ih a silo if the ears are 
snapped in the field and made into 
ear corn silage, which is good feed 
for cattle. Besides making silage, 
the best plans tried .at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois were to cure the 
corn in the shock or to gather it 
from the standing stalk as need­ 
ed for feed. Big steers fed either

Today 
she might be called a glamour girl. Eliza 
was plain, less brilliant, but had a more 
steady temperament. 
These are two of the pioneer women 
whose stories Nancy Wilson Ross tells in 
her book, "Westward the Women.” You’ll 
read here also of Bethenia Owens, an ex­ 
milliner who became a doctor, and who, in 
spite of scandal and opprobium, performed 
the first male autopsy ever done by a 
woman; of six gentle Belgian nuns who 
braved the terrors of the unknown to go to Oregon and teach needle­ 
work and litanies to the "children of the forest” ; of Sacajawea, the 
Shoshone Indian girl who acted as-guide to the Lewis and Clark Expe­ 
dition. There were almost no hardships which these women, and others 
like them, did not learn to endure. 
Women were scarce in the Far West in 
those days. Many eager men, anxious to 
escape the stigma of being labelled a 
"bachelor,” thought nothing of riding 
their ponies right up to the doors of 
respectable Portland houses, remaining on 
their saddles, rapping on the door with a 
stick, until the housewife appeared. "Good 
morning to you, ma’am, are you married?” 
they would ask. If the reply was yes they 
tipped their hats and rode on. If it was no 
they immediately proposed.
